Nazi Pressure 
Increases In

MOSCOW, May 29.— (AP) — 
Nazi pressure against the Izyum- 
Barvenkova sector of the Donets 
Basin front subordinated even the 
Red army's operations south of 
Kharkov in Soviet dispatches to- 
day and the only announcement 
concerning Thursday's fighting 
was that of another successful de- 
fence against attacks,

Maximum On 
Beef Prices 
Is Announced 


" OTTAWA, May 29.—(CP) 
—The Wartime Prices, and 
Trade Board today announc- 
ed details of a new maximum 
price set-up by which it hopes 
to maintain domestic supplies 
of beef through seasonal var- 
jations in the price charged 
by packers, wholesalers and 
retailers. 

The new price order, effective 
immediately, sets up a system of 
15 zones across Canada and estab- 
Iishes uniform maximum prices 
which packers and wholesalers 
may charge in cach zone. The 
range in various parts of the 
country is small, 

The price of baby beef, yearling, 
steer and heifer carcasses and sides 
rariges from 1842 cents a pound in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and most 
of Alberta to 204% cents a pound 
in rura] areas of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island, 

Cow and bull carcasses and sides 
range from 15% cents to 17% cents. 

The maximum prices will be “re- 
vised from time to time in accord- 
ance with season requirements,” 
the board said.

CAIRO, May 29.—(AP)— 
A German armofed force was 
repulsed today after slipping 
around British positions as 
far as Sidi Rezegh, 50 miles 
inside the British defensive 


system in the Libyan desert. 

At Sidi Rezegh, one of the main 
battlefields of last winter's cam- 
paign, the Germans were met by 
a British armored force. There is 
heavy fighting, almost entirely by 
tanks in a 50-mile-wide belt be- 
tween there and Ain El Gasala, 
region of the westerly British land 
positions. 

No fixed British land positions 
have been taken in the fighting 
which broke out with an advance 
eastward by Axis armored forces 
late Tuesday night. 

LAUNCHED BY ITALIANS 

The opening attack on Bir 
Macheim, 50 miles southwest of the 
British stronghold of Tobruk, was 
launched by Italian tanks, 

The defenders were Free French 
forces who reported they destroyed 
at least 35 Italian tanks in repulsing 
this assault.

120,000,000 Bus. 
Wheat Futures 


OTTAWA, May 29. — (CP) — 
Trade Minister MacKfnnon an- 


nounced today that the British 
Foed Ministry had made an 
agreement with the Canadian 


Wheat Board for purchase of 120,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in the 
form of futures. 

The purchase is for the same 
amount as that of the last British 
order in November, 1941 

“This purchase is on the basis of 
futures, October and December,” the 

| minister said. 

“We have renewed our request to 
the British Ministry of Food that we 
be authorized to make the actual 
price figure available to the House. 
To this request we have had a cable 
to the effect that consideration 1s 
being given to this and advices will 
be forwarded to us.” 

In all, the British Food Ministry 
purchased 240,000,000 busiiels of 
wheat in Canada last year, al) in 
the form of futures. 

The price of wheat to Britain’ has 
not been announced in recent 
years, but informed sources said it 
was probably in excess of 80 cents 
a bushel, 


EXPECTED SOON 


Draft Age Limit May Be 
Increased From 30 To 35 


Thorson Hints In House 


OTTAWA, May 29.—(CP)—War Services Minister 
Thorson told the House of Commons last night he would not 
be surprised if the age for compulsory’ military service is 
moved forward to 35 years “within a very short time.” 


Age groups from 21 to 30 years 
now are being called under the 
compulsory military service regu- 
lations, 

Mr. Thorson was dealing with the 
work done by conscientious object- 
ors. He said they were as good 
workers as other men. 

George Cruickshank (Lib. Fraser 
Valley) had said that conscientious 
objectors now employed at good 
wages should be prepared to bear 
arms. 

Mr. Thorson said such men were 
not liable to call for the time being 
any more than anyone else, if they 
were beyond the compulsory mili- 
tary service age. 


“But when we move the 
groups up—" said Mr, Thorson. 

“If,” interjected Mr. Cruickshank 

“Not if, when,” said Mr, Thor- 
son, “we will probably move up 
the age groups very soon.” 

(In announcing the selective ser- 
vice program in the house last 
March 24 Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King said the age limit for compul- 
sory service had been raised from 
24 to 30.

their German oppressor. The 
Moscow radio reported 200 hos- 
tages were in danger of being 


shot if Heydrich's attackers are 
not discovered—these in addition 
to six already executed by the 
Gestapo at Prague. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—(AP)— 
The BBC said late today that “re- 
ports have circulated in Berne 
(Switzerland) that Reinhard Hey- 
drich has died in Prague, but 
these are not confirmed.”

LONDON, May 29—(BUP) 
—Attacks on Adolf Hitler's 
gestapo terrorists spread to 
Norway today while German 
authorities transformed all of 
Czecho-Slovakia into a con- 
centration camp in the search 
for the would-be assassins of 
Reinhardt Heydrich, number 
two leader of the gestapo. 

A deputy chief of the Gestapo 
was reported to have been slain 
by Norwegian patriots near Ber- 
gen and the Nazis, in swift re- 
prisal, burned and sacked the en- 
tire village where the attack oc- 
curred, according to Stockholm 
advices,

The frontiers of Czechoslovakia 
have been sealed and no trains have 
crossed the borders since Wednes- 
day, when Heydrich was shot, Ber 
lin advices to Stockholm said. 

Within the closed frontiers whole- 
sale roundups of suspects were 
under way, Highways were guard- 
ed with barricades at numerous 
points where all travellers were 
halted and searched. 

All Czechs over 15 years of age 
who fail to report to police by to- 
night will be shot, a German pro- 
clamation warned 

The Gestapo leaders were said 
in the Stockholm advices to be 
convinced that the perpetrators of 
the attack on Heydrich remain in 
hiding in Prague. 

One report from Scandinavian 
quarters said that Heydrich, who 
r@mnains in serious condition after 
an emergency operation, has been 
named Gestapo chief for all of 
occupied Europe—under Heindrich 
Himmler—since the shooting 

Heydrich was struck by bullets 
fired by two men from automatic 
rifles as he drove along a Prague 
street, and his assailants fled on 
bicycles. Dr. Ferdinand Sauerbrush, 
one of Germany's best known sure 
geons, removed three bullets from 
“the hangman's” spine and spinal 
column in a delicate operation, a 
Swiss dispatch said.

ISTANBUL, May 29. —* 
(AP) — Reports reaching 
here through semi-diplomatic 
channela yesterday said that 
Hitler had imprisoned his 
former food chief, Walther 
Darre, Gen. Walter von! 
Brauchitsch, former German 
army commander - in - chief, 
and 13 higher Nazi party of- 
ficials in a purge. 

Darre was removed as food | 
chief by Hitler only a few days 
ag0, and Von Brauchitach was re- 
moved last December when Hitler 
himself took over the army com- 
mand, announcing that by so do- 
ing he was following his “intui- 
tion.” 

Hitler was reported to have re- 
turned to Berlin suddenly from the 
Eastern Front a few days ago, and/| 
the purge was understood to have 
been carried out then. t 

Berlin .announced May 23 that/t 
Darre was taking “a leave of abs- 
ence” as food minister 

Exactly what took Hitler away 
from the Russian front to launch 
the purge is not clear here, but in- 
clusion of Darre among the im-|t 
prisoned suggested trouble on the 
food production front, informed 
persons said. 

There have been persistent re- 
ports that food conditions in Ger-|i 
many have been growing worse. 


WARNED HITLER 

According to one report, Darre 
warned Hitler that if Germany 
were not to starve next winter, the 
present food rations must be cut in 
half. He also was said to have in- 
formed Hitler that crop estimates 
indicated that a 30-per cent, deficit 
must be expected in grains this 
year, aS well as large deficits in 
other food crops { 

Hitler was sald te have flown |' 
into a rage upon hearing this |: 
gloomy forecast and was reported |‘ 
to have declafeq that feod rations 
could not be cut further because 
of the effect on morale. 

The winter must take care of it 
self, Hitler is said to have declared 

When Derre protested that he 
could not be responsible if such a 
course were followed, Hitler sent 
him to prison along with party 
members who supported his view 
according to the report reaching 
here. 

Just where Von Brauchitsch fitted 
into the picture was not wholly 
clear. Early this month he was re 
ported confined to a sanitoriuni 
near Munich, but Jast week one re- 
port said that he was in Berlin while 
Hitler was there on his flying trip 
from the front.

5,000 Nazi First Line Planes

LONDON, May 29.—(CP)_ 


-— Germany's first - line air 
strength on all fronts can 
hardly exceed 5,000 machines, 
the authoritative magazine 
Aeroplane said last night in a 
review of the Nazi air posi- 
tion. 

“Although the Luftwaffe is still 
a formidable force which still can 
hit very hard, it is definitely los- 
ing that degree of superiority 
which enabled the armed Ger- 
man forces to gain their spec- 
tacular successes of early days of 
the war,” the publication said. 

The magazine listed the presen 
distribution of the Nazi air force as 
approximately:

from cows and bulls. 

“Prices for other qualities will be 
permitted to find their own levels 
under the defined ceilings,” the 
board said. 

“The maximum prices are for 
beef delivered to the retailers’ 
Place of business or to his nearest 

railway station.” 

Every packer and wholesaler must 
furnish each buyer with invoices 
setting out the consignee’s name and 
address, the weight and price per 
pound, and the class and quality of 
the beef supplied. Packers and 
wholesalers must keep for 60 days 
invoices covering all beef shipments. 
Similarly all buyers of beef from 
packers or wholesalers must retain 
the original invoices for 60 days.

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Get It Looked Over 


The city police are urging motorists to 
have their cars examined and secure stick- 
ers showing that the brakes, lights, horns 
and windshield wipers are in good order. 
Garagemen who do the examining will 
supply the stickers, and these will be re- 
cognized as evidence, that the cars bearing 
them are in condition for safe driving. 
While examination is not compulsory it is 
obviously advisable from the legal point 
of view, because circumstances might arise 
in which it would be important to the own-, 


er to be able to show that his car was not © 


defective in any of these respects. 

For that reason alone co-operation on 
the part of the car-owner will be the course 
of wisdom. But the still stronger reason 
is that if all cars are in good working or- 
der street accidents can be kept to the 
minimum, and the more of them are fit 
the fewer mishaps are likely to occur. The 
busiest part of the motoring year is just 
ahead. Because gasoline is limited and 
tire replacements out of the question, 
many drivers will do their motoring this 
summer mainly on the city pavements. 
Traffic may therefore be more than usu- 
ally congested at times, despite the ra- 
tioning orders, and driving an unsafe car 
more than ordinarily perilous. 


The Inevitable Happened 


Somebody at Prague tried to cheat the 
gallows by taking a pot-shot at Butcher 
Heydrich. That cannot have been sur- 
prising to him or to anybody else, for if 
any one in the Nazi order of infamy par- 
ticularly deserved shooting it is Reinhard. 
His official pathway is marked by the 
graves of men who were killed for offences 
they were not known to have committed; 
hostages slaughtered to revenge the acts 
of patriots who resented the presence and 
the brutalities of the invaders of their 
homelands. The cemeteries he has made 
are the monuments which will perpetuate 
his name for future generations to exe- 
crate, A million men in the occupied coun- 
tries will envy the Prague marksman the 
opportunity which came to him to rid the 
world of one scoundrel, and a hundred mil- 
lions will regret that his aim was not 
better. 

Who did the shooting is not known. It 
probably never will be known, unless the 
shooter confesses to save the lives of in- 
nocent people. For a terrible revenge will 
be exacted otherwise. The gestapo is al- 
ready busy. The life of any Jew is not 
worth much now in Prague, and the life 
of any non-Nazi Czech not worth much 
more, As likely as not it was a Nazi who 
fired the shot, hoping to clear the way for 
his own advancement, or to avenge a dis- 
appointment; and knowing he could 
charge some Jew or other non-Nazi with 
the affair—and get paid well for doing it. 

If any Czech did the shooting, his in- 
tentions were good, his motives under- 
standable, but his judgment was bad, for 
his people will suffer in consequence. 


A French-Canadian View 


At their convention at Winnipeg, the 
Canadian Legion delegates had the oppor- 
tunity to hear conscription discussed by a 
French-Canadian, The reports of his 
speech should be widely read and candidly 
considered. Maj.-Gen. LaFleche told the 
delegates that while he would not want to 
see one part of Canada force conscription 
upon another part, “it is in the interest of 
each part not to accept conscription, but 
to demand it.” 

Canada must be free to wage war any- 
where for victory, and “we must proceed 
as one,” using caution and wisdom and un- 
derstanding. The first consideration was 
“the practical one of necessity from the 
country’s point of view,” a question about 
which Canadians should think carefully 
and “without passion”, The more so that 
conscription had become “a pathological 
disease in the minds of some people, who 
Spread the contagion wherever they go”. 

It must be left to the Government, act- 
ing on the advice of the military men, to 
decide how many divisions are to be sent 
oversea, where they are to be sent, and 
when, For “one reason only” it is inad- 
visable to commit the country in advance 
as to a figure in supplying oversea 
forces; that would risk a breakdown some- 
where along the line in the war program. 
Mobilization under the War Services Act, 
Maj.-Gen, LaF leche said, had gone smooth- 
ly and successfully, and he added that 
more men have enrolled in military ser- 
vices in Quebec than in any other pro- 
vince, 

This address is a contributign of merit 
to the discussion of compulsion in relation 
to the raising of men for overseas service. 
The speaker is a distinguished French- 
Canadian soldier, and his standpoint is no 
doubt that of thousands of French-Cana- 
dians who are now Serving in the ranks 
of our Active army in Britain and in Can- 
ada, in the navy and the air force. 


. 
Wheels Within Wheels 


If smoke proves the existence of fire, 
the clouds of rumors emanating from 
Vichy indicate that something is “cooking” 
in that centre of intrigue, Correspordents 
at surrounding view-points, who in the 


circumstances can do little more than 
guess, have it that Hitler is using the Ital- 
ian territorial claims as a lever to pry the 
French fleet away from Vichy control. 
Laval, they say, is told that unless the 
fleet is turned over, the Kuehrer will tell 
Mussolini to go ahead and grab what 
French territory he wants. 

The story is believable, if Hitler has 
given up hope of coaxing France into mili- 
tary partnership, but only so. France 
would be a far more useful ally for him 
than Italy now is. And since it is one 
thing to promise and another thing to give, 
the promise to Benito could be conveni- 
ently side-stepped if Petain should prove 
obdurate and refuse to hand over the 
battleships. 

If this is the correct version of the 
proceedings, the pressure being applied 
upon Laval is only hi | applied through 
him upon Petain and Darlan. The idea 
that Laval would hesitate to hand over 
anything the Fuehrer might want, without 
pressure or threat, is fanciful. He deserves 
no such build-up as a champion of France 
against the man who put him where he is 
for the purpose of bringing the Marshal 
and the Admiral to heel. 

There is also another party to be 
reckoned with — the people of France. 
They are not in a tractable mood and are 
getting more rebellious daily. No one 
knows this better than M. Laval. To serve 
even the Fuehrer at the risk of starting a 
popular explosion is not the sort of thing 
he is likely to do, and to hand over the 
fleet would almost certainly cause the 
explosion. But if it can be made to appear 
that the surrender of the fleet is the price 
he must pay to save the French colonies 
from Mussolini, the surrender could be 
made with less danger of inciting a revolt 
—and causing the hb of M. Laval. 


United States bombers and “a num- 
ber” of enemy submarines had a fast and 
furious engagement off the bulge of Brazil 
at the end of last week. Two of the sub- 
marines were destroyed. That is water 
through which coffee ships have to come 
en route to Canadian ports. The moral for 
the Canadian Sorem ears is obvious.

From The Bulletin Files 


1892 — 50 Years Ago

Full Union or Only 
Co-operation? 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 
Fortune magazine has made a 
comprehensive survey of Cana- 
dian and American public opin- 


| jon with regard to thé relation- 


ships that should exist between 
the two countries after the war. 
The results are interesting. 

They are particularly 
portant in that 
they answer, 
pretty conclu- 
sively, the cry 
of certain pub- 
licists that Can- 
ada is preparing 
to throw herself 
into the arms of 
the United 
States when the 
war is over. 

They answer, 
with equal facil- ggarolad L. weir 
ity, the converse 
alarm that certain groups in the 
United States are clamoring to 
swallow up Canada. 

The appended results of the 
survey, of course, do not take 
into account the possibility of a 


im- 


sharp and sudden change in pub- 
lic opinion due to the rise of 
|some unforeseen emergency. 

For instance, in dealing with 
the Canadian desire, or lack of 
desire, to join politically with 
‘the United States, no mention is 
|made of the possibility, remote, 
lbut still existent, that Canadians 
of British origin may be forced 
to seek sanctuary within a polit- 
ical union with the United States 
‘in order to avoid French-Cana- 
j}dian domination or the domina- 
tion of French-Canada co-operat- 
ing with other foreign language 
groups—as has already been 
threatened by some hotheads in 
Quebec, 

This, however, is not a con- 
tingency that anyone needs to 
consider very seriously at 


present, 
Favored Nation 


The first set of facts adduced 
by Fortune, of particular inter- 
est to us, deals with the future 
relationship between the United 
States and the British Empire. 

To the proposal that the United 
States and the Empire should 
form one united nation, with one 


government, one army and one 
navy, 6.5 per cent of the Ameri- 


can public and 14.6 per cent of 
the Canadian public was in 
agreement, 

A proposal that there should 
be no union but that each coun- 
try should treat the other as a 
favored nation and agree to fight 
in each other’s defense met with 
the approval of 36.5 of the 
American public and 60.7 per 
cent of the Canadian public. 

Some 35 per cent of those 
Americans queried wished to 
treat the Empire just as any 
other nation is treated: Only 13.6 
of the Canadians wished the 
Empire to adopt that attitude to- 
wards the United States. 

The sentiment for political 
union did not appear very 
strongly in any section queried 
in this survey, 


Direct Question 


When the direct question of 
Canadian-American union was 
broached, the affirmative senti- 
ment was about equal in both 
countries.

Of the Americans asked about 
allowing Canada to join with the

Bearing in mind the old say- 


ing that Canadians “are more 
royalist than the King” and the 
contrary impression that Cana- 
dians are “more American than 
Chicago”, one derives a sort of 
wry amusement from the result 
of this following question: 

Canadians were asked: What 
country do you think should have 
the most to say about the peace? 
What country do you think will 
have the most to say about it? 

To the former question, 46 per 
cent replied, “Great Britain”, 22 
per cent replied, “United States” 
and only 10.66 per cent replied 
“Canada”, 

To the latter question, 32.3 per 
cent replied “Britain”, 40.5 re- 
plied “the States” and 3.4 ver 
cent replied “Canada”. 

This seems to be rather a sad 
reflection upon the confidence 
and belief Canadians have in the 
capacity and importance of their 
own country. 

If these same questions had 
been asked in either Britain or 
the United States, there is no 
doubt ‘what the answers would 
have been,

Genius and Hero 

The Fuehrer has behaved like 
a genius and a hero. All that you 
have suffered, he has suffered 
more intensely, out of the love in 
his great heart, But he alone, 
also, is solely responsible for 
everything—for all the disasters 
as well ‘as all the victories. “The 
Fuehrer saw to every little detail. 
He himself directed every single 
transport; he instructed every 
battalion’ what position to take.”

And, finally, the remarkable 
rhetorical question: “Do you be- 
lieve that Destiny plays such 
stupid tricks as to give people 
such a leader, and let it be saved 
from distress, only to hurl it in- 
differently into the abyss?”

War Guilt 

The speech arranges itself in 
sections, There is the repetitious 
emphasis on the Fuehrer’s peace- 
ful intentions—the cramped at- 
tempt to dispose of war guilt. In 
this part of the speech there are 
hints of peace feelers now, for in

There is no question—as one 
reads this speech—that German 
generals advised giving up, say- 
ing the campaign was lost, In 
fact, it was only Hitler who in- 
sisted the campaign was not lost 
and who held it at unimaginable 
cost. 
fact that the German armies are 
still standing where they were— 
and here he digresses to attack 
enemy propaganda, repudiating 
the enemy claim thut the “elite” 
of the German forces had been 
destroyed. But the only proof 
that he advances is the mention 
of the Battle of Kerch in half a 
sentence without naming Kerch. 

His description of the winter 
campaign is used to admonish 
the German 
hardships are naught compared 
to what these other Germans suf- 
fered, and to prepare them for 
further hardships—more — than 
ten hours daily toil, more ration- 
ing, stricter laws against defeat- 
ism.

And he tries to prepare for a 
more rigorous use of these 
powers, 

The recent papers report that 
14 people have been executed at 
Mannheim and that the Gestapo 
has seized a number of German 


judges for passing too light sen- 
tences upon dissenters, 

Now the moral of this, for us, 
is that our propaganda is getting 
through to the German people; 
that it is a real weapon; that it is 
reaching a demoralized people; 
and that we should organize it 
brilliantly and pursue it ruth- 
lessly. Both the military front 
and the home front are bad. Let 
us attack them both.

French Fleet Facts 


Nazi 
Vichy Ships Is 
Very Slim

The return of Laval to power 


resurrects the apprehension that | 


the French fleet may be put at 
the disposal of the Axis. At first 
sight it might seem that there is 
much danger in the prospect; yet 
in truth the danger may well be 
exaggerated. 

It is hardly to be supposed 
that a large number of the 
French officers and seamen are 
likely to join in the war on the 
side of Germany and against 
Great Britain with any great en- 
thusiasm. The most for which 
the Germans can hope from a 
Laval regime is to receive the 
ships themselves, for which they 
would then have to provide the 
officers and crews. They could, 
no doubt, do this in time, but it 
would not be an easy task, par- 
ticularly when the calls on Ger- 
man manpower, for army, Luft- 
waffe, and industry are all in- 


sistent. 
Training 


The training, de novo, of sea- 
going personnel is perhaps more 
specialized than that of men for 
any other service. Seamen can- 
not be produced by training on 
shore alone. Actual experience 
and training at sea are absolutely 
indispensable, as no one realizes 
better than the Germans. 

For the Germans in time of 
war, the only place where such 
training can be carried out is the 
Baltic, and the greater part of the 
Baltic is closed by ice for at least 
four months in the year. If all 
the modern ships under the con- 
trol of Vichy were handed over 
to Germany tomorrow it is very 
doubtful if more than one or two 
of them could be operated by the 
Germans at sea under a year 
from now, if then, 

Many of the French ships are 
probably unfit for sea service at 
the moment without repairs that 
may be more or less extensive. 
The light battleship Strasbourg 
is doubtless fit for sea by now, 
for there has been plenty of time 
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to repair the damage done by a 
British aircraft torpedo on July 
3, 1940. But her sister ship Dun- 
kerque was only recently taken 
back to Toulon, where the repair 
of the damage done to her at 
|Oran may well take many 
| months to complete. 

| The larger battleships, Riche- 
liew and Jean Bart, are outside 
|the Mediterranean, at Dakar and 
Casablanca, respectively. The 
former is damaged under water, 
land the latter, it is believed, has 
|no guns on board. It is hardly to 
be supposed that they would be 
allowed to return to a French 
‘port, occupied or unoccupied; but 
even if they did it wonald be 
many months before they could 
begin to be available. 

Of the seven 10,000-ton cruis- 
ers, three are demilitarized at 
Alexandria, and are thus not un- 
der Vichy contro], The remain- 
ing four are believed to be at 
Toulon, together with three of 
the modern lighter cruisers, 
twenty destroyers and some fif- 
ten submarines. From a material 
point of view the cruisers could 
doubtless be made available at 


once, 
Submarines 


But it is not even those ships 
which are probably coveted most 
by the Gerrnans so much as the 
destroyers and submarines of the 
Fiench navy. They, indeed, 
would form a very welcome 
reinforcement to Axis forces in 
the Mediterranean, where the 
progressive deterioration and 
diminution of the Italian navy 
must be causing the senior part- 
ner of the Axis no little appre- 
hension, French warships man- 
ned by German officers and 
crew would, it might well be cal- 
culated, form a very substantial 
stiffening to the wilting strength 
of the Royal Italian Navy. 

To provide for that would very 
likely tax the powers even of 
Laval in his new office. It 
w®uld be a bitter pill to a proud 
Service with great traditions like 
the French Navy, unbeaten at 


sea, to have to hand over its ships 
to the conqueror of their country,

NEW YORK, May 29—(AP)—Ray Robinson ran his 
all-victorious string to 121 triumphs in a row as a fighter 
Thursday night, but he never came closer to having it broken 
than he did in going all out to take a 10-round decision from 
Marty Servo before a roaring, thrilled crowd in Madison 
Square Garden. Robinson weighed 144; Servo 143. 


On the Associated Press score 
card, Robinson won by the mere 
margin of one round. And this 
margin might have been the sec- 
ond, in which both fighters were 
guilty of hitting low, but for 
which Referee Billy Cavanagh 
Penalized only Servo with loss of 
the round, 


After the verdict was announced, 
the booing was so loud that an- 
nouncer Harry Balogh was unable to 
make himself heard sufficiently 
over the public address system to in- 
troduce the next fight. 

Though Referee Cavanagh took 
the second round away from the 
little coast guardsman from Schen- 
ectady, N.Y., without first warning 
him, he took the trouble of warning 
the skinny Harlem hammer for 
using his head in the final round— 
and then did not penalize him. 

A crowd of 13,673 contributed to a 
gross gate of $31,870. 

For action” and punch-a-minute 
fireworks, there haye been few 
clout-parties in Madison Square 
Garden like Thursday night’s tussle. 
From start to finish, the kid from 
up-state carried the fight to the up- 
town string-bean, who went into the 
ring a 1-to-6 favorite, and it wasn’t 
until the third round that Round- 
house Ray's bolo punches under the 
heart began to pull him through. 


SPLIT DECISION 

Robinson's margin was by a split 
decision, Cavanagh, after probably 
costing Servo the fight by taking the 
second round away from him, voted 
for Marty as the winner, Judges Bill 
Healey and Tom Curley balloted for 
Robinson. 

Cavanagh voted five rounds for 
Servo, three for Robinson and two 
even, Healy had Robinson in front, 
six rounds to three with one a dead 
heat. And Curley surprised just 
about everyone by coming up with 
a score cards showing nine rounds 
for Robinson and one for Servo. 

This was a return go of a bout 
last Sept. 25, in which Robinson 
came through with a decision by a 
last-round rally. Since then Servo 
joined the coast guard, and in his 
off-time tried to get the re-match. 


Twice Robinson refused to meet 
him. Last night Marty scored 
heavily through the first two 


rounds by charging into the lanky 
negro and swinging short hard 
hooks to head and body. In the 
second, Robinson swung one low 
and the crowd booed. Then Marty 
dropped one out of boynds, and 
again the crowd jeered. For this, 
Cavanagh advised the judges at the 
end of the heat that he was taking 
it away from Marty for a low blow. 


STARTS IN THIRD 


In the third, Robinson started to 
connect with long swinging right 
and bolo shots under the heart, and 
he kept on with these as his chief 
offensive weapon the rest of the 
way. Marty, meantime, just march- 
ed right in, fighting from a half- 
crouch, and kept banging away, 
and, far from being floored or 
knocked out, as most folks had ex- 
pected, he was right in there swing- 
ing so swell at the finish that he 
won the final heat. 

Before last night's tussle, Pro- 
moter Mike Jacobs had announced 
that the winner would meet Gar- 
vey Young of Akron, Ohio, here 
June 11. Ray would rather meet 
welterweight champion Red Coch- 
rane—but Red's in the navy, in 
California. 

An examination in his dressing 
room after the bout disclosed that 
Robinson had injured the knuckle 
of the middle finger on his left 
hand. He said the mishap occurred 
when he landed a punch on Servo's 
head.
